Governor Sanders' plan for obtain- 


ing good roads In Louisiana adopted

1. The route* of propose roads are 


to be selected and surveyed and their 
levels established by th* state board o( 
engineers. 


2. The work of construction shall b* 


under the supervision of experts to be 
furnished by the United States bureau 
of good roads. 


3. The *ulldlng of the roads shall fc« 


done by laborers from the state peni- 
tentiary, th* UHH of tlwlr maintenance 
to) be borne by the parishes In which 
thp work I* being done.

which hedge about the person of the 
President seem tj have descended not 
from Washington, the dignified aristo- 
crat, but. from Jefferson, the aristocrat 
who laid aside form ami sometimes 
dignity in his effort* to live up to his 
theories of democracy- 
It was Mr. 


Jefferson who declared that th« Presi- 
dent, as chief magl»trntc of the ns- 
tlbn, should not leave the confines of 
the states, that he curried with him 
his official status, and that he was 
not subject to a summons »f a court 
except that.ojLthe Senate sitting as. 
a court to try a cause brought from 
the House of Representatives by Im- 
peachment proceedings. The President 
was wanted as a witness in the trial 
of Aaron Burr for treason, but he de- 
cided that the President was not 
amenable to the summons of a court 
as it wouli enable Ahe enemies of the 
government to take him away from the 
capital at any time upon a, flimsy ex- 
cuse. 


Mr.. Taft, a man whose election to 


the presidency is typlcaj *f the peace- 
ful yet forceful machinery of Ameri- 
can politics, very fittingly represents 
the United States upon the occasion 
of the first Interchange of Internationa] 
calls. He ts the most widely traveled 
man who has ever occupied the presi- 
dential chair. He has met more ruler* 
and eminent men than any other Presi- 
dent with the possible exception of 
Grant, and General Grant made his 
grand tour after he had left the White 
House. In Japan and China, tit the 
Vatican and the palace of the Mar, 
In the capitals of Europe and in Latin- 
American countries, Mr: Taft ha* b»ea 
well drilled In the amenities of Inter- 
national Intercourse. 


TCirbody Different Ideals. 


In his person Mr. Taft represents the 


Anglo-Saxon ideal of freedom—that iM, 


thnt he Is the he»d of a nation which 
ts a "government of la* a, not of men." 
Ttil« Is.tjbe Ang4o-Saxon notion of gov- 
ernment, exemplified In England. In 
the solf-gwvernlng British colonies of 
Tunada, Australia and South Africa, 
and In th* I'nlted States. Thare have 
been times In ouch of these countries 
when men, and not laws, have been 
supreme, with »od without detriment i 
to the i-enpK But the principle exists I 
and devotion to It i» perhaps the chief, 
cha ran eristic of William Howard Taft. 


General Porflrlo I>la* is undoubtedly 


one of the greatest of living statesmen. 
His rise to a commanding position in 
Mexico waa typlcml «l the stormy and 
bloody r><Mtttc« of the Latin-American 
state«, but his long rule has been re- j 
markable for the peace which he has 
given to the people and the pi*ep«rlty 
which he has brought to the nation. As 
a soldier in the pitfyiotlc armies which 
resisted the French attempt to estab- 
lish a mormn hy In Mexico, as a leader 
Of a revolutionary army against the 
government of President Juarei. and 
an the beneficiary of the revolution 
which overthrew President Lerdo de 
Tejada, General Diaa served his time 
at the Latin-American game of war 
and revolution. He came to the presi- 
dency by proclamation In WVand in 
1877 was elected by Confess as con- 
stitutional president , to serve until 1880. 
He failed of re-election, and quietly 
handed over his office to his successor. 
General Manuel Gontaiea, who served 
four years,

president aii« took up his duties ort De- 
cember 1, 1884. He has been In power 
ever since that time.

"chop" of a well-known firm by way 
of guarantee, which "chop" in a local- 
ity not much further on might have 
had no sort of meaning 


Again, the positive value of coins 


minted in one part of China was much 
lower than elrewhere, there 
having 


been no standard of fineness. 
Some 


mints, indeed, Issued such debased 
tokens that no one could be induced 
to exchange them at face value. Even 
syces, «r b)»c* silver, beloved of the 
Chinese merchant beyond »ny coin, 
had no standard of general acceptance, 
while the tael, In which large quota- 
tions were usually made, was not a 
token at all in fact, but merely a name 
of commercial value that varied in dif- 
ferent parts ot the empire. 


The recent decree declares. Instead 


of legalising new coin*, that all coins 
now current of whatever v«iue, shall, 
from the -date of the decree, be minted 
of one standard of fineness and one 
r ithorixed pattern and superscription. 
While the fo.mer decree was evaded 
by the simple process of issuing very 
few of the new coins, and an increased 
supply of the familiar local tokens, the 
present order Is less susscptible of de- 
feat, since after a date not yet pro- 
mulgated, money not of the •author- 
ised pattern, superscription and stand- 
ard will cease to be legal tender. 


The final clause of the decree directs 


that paper money also must be similar 
in appearance and of fixed exchange 
value throuhgout the empire 
If the 


government is in earnest, the Amer- 
ican and European trading communi- 
ties .will be able to do much to back 
up this admirable departure, and it 
must be hoped all nationalities will 
act loyally together tothat end. Di- 
plomacy may need to move to insure 
this co-operation, but the gteat "tongs" 
tb*ii>selves will be the first to a. 
knowledge the Immense advantages 
U**ly to follow the adoption of this 
latest imperial decree.
